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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection is still deenned to be valid. 
The applicant argues that Eichenlaub combines two images into a 3D image projected into a region of space in front of the display and 
does not refract the light and emit the light in directions different from each other as claimed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As is 
well known in the art and stated in the background of Eichenlaub (see column 1 , lines 24-32 and column 6, lines 51-53) to achieve the 
autostereoscopic three dimensional image, two different images (right and left) are sent to the different viewer eye zones. Therefore the 
optical unit of Eichenlaub does refract the light and emit the light in directions different from each other and meets the claimed language. 

Applicant further argues that because the hinge is movable it is different from a fixing unit which fixes the optical unit to the display panel. 
The examiner again respectfully disagrees and points out that 1 ) there is no claimed limitation to whether the fixing unit is able to move 
and 2) because the hinge fixes (i.e., attaches) the optical unit to the display panel it meets that limitation as claimed. 

Finally applicant argues that "it is conceivable, and indeed likely, that the hinge 6 and the second lens sheet 18 are integrally molded*' 
and therefore does not disclose a fixing unit which is distinct from the optical unit. The examiner respectfully disagrees. First, there is no 
disclosure that the hinge 6 and the second tens sheet 18 are integrally molded and second, there is no specific claim language to the 
fixing unit being distinct from the optical unit. 
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
